10 o’clock 
Thursday morning Mrs. G rant viewed the 
remains of the general for the first time 
since his death. 
Mrs. Sartoris and Mrs. 
Fred Grant were with Mrs. G rant 
The 
bereaved wife was perfectly calm and did 
not give vent to the deep emotion which 
she must have experienced. 
Dr. Newman 
asserts that the pack et which Col. G rant 
placed 
within 
a 
pock et of 
the coat 
on 
the 
dead 
general’s 
body 
before 
the coffin was sealed, contained a latter 
from Mrs. Grant in reply to the one which 
the general left for her to read after hi-* 
death. 
It also contained a lock of her hair. 
Her letter is described as very pathetic and 
closes with the words: “Farewell until we 
meet again. ” 
The ring placed on the gen­ 
eral’s finger by Col. Grant after death was 
one which Mrs. Grant gave him twenty 
years ago. 
It became rather small for him, 
and ho had of late carried it in his pock et- 
book . 
At 4 p. m. the cottage was thrown open 
for visitors from « Saratoga a nl the guests of 
the hotel here to obtain a view of the dead 
general; and for an hour two lines of people 
poured through the room in which the body 
lay. 
About 500 persons were admitted in 
that time. 
It has been di-covered that one of the 
principals employed in the embalming pro­ 
cess of Gen. G rant was approached Thursday 
by a man who said he was a profound ad­ 
mirer of the illustrious dead, and was pre­ 
pared to offer a handsome thing for a 
memento of him, and without more ado de­ 
liberately offered his listener as large a fee 
as he would ask for a lock of the general’s 
hair. 
It was indignantly refused, when the 
man « -poedily disappeared. A careful search 
has failed to discover his identity.

The progress of the local disease was a 
•teady one fr >m the beginning.

the palate and adjacent soft parts, with the 
consequent lack of |*» rfect control of th© 
tongue, occaMoned great difficulty in swal­ 
lowing. 
Just before he was trausferredito 
Mt. McGregor he rather suddeuly lost his 
voice, never to regain it.

partly to the thick ening of the vocal chords 
by the inflammatory infiltration, and partly 
to a relaxation of the parts from general 
weak ness.

solutions of permanagana;e of potash and 
yeast. 
A 4 per cent solution of cocaine was 
occasionally applied to the painful parts 
with happy results, but it was never em­ 
ployed to such excess as is generally be­ 
lieved by the public, nor were there any bad 
effects manifested from its administration. 
The latter were carefully guarded against, 
with the full k nowledge that the drug 
was a new one, and that only its cautious 
use was adm irable. 
Red clover was given 
quite as constantly, but produced no effect 
upon the local disease. 
It only proved it­ 
self useful as a laxative, aud was so em­ 
ployed as being the least harmful of medi­ 
cines of its sort for continuous administra­ 
tion. 
The diagnosis given early in the cose was 
proved to be correct by the microscope, 
by the clinical history of the patient, and 
by the fatal issue. 
The disease had a much 
shorter course than usual, owing to the 
prostration of the patient’s system dependent 
in a great measure upon other causes. 
The cause of the disoase in this case is 
largely conjectural. 
Epithelomia, as 
a 
rule, starts from local irritation, and, un­ 
lik e other forms of cancer, is not dependent 
upon hereditary predisposition to the dis­ 
ease. There must, however, aside 
from 
this, be a latent tendency toward cancerous 
troubles, which is more prominent in some 
individuals than in others, otherwise we 


should 
be unable

another. 
It 
is, 
however, 
quite probable that the irritation of smok ­ 
ing was the active cause of the cancer in 
Gen. G rant’s case, or at least it is fair to 
presume that ho would not have had the 
di-ease if his habit had not been carried tc 
excess. 
This assumption is made in face of 
the fact that of thousands who smok e but a 
very small proportion suffer from the div 
oa^e* 
Although 
there was more or less con­ 
stant pain of 
a gnawing character, the 
patient was happily spared that agony of 
suffering which is often associated with the 
invasion « if the deeper parts of the tongue 
by cancerous disease. 
Had the latter oc- 
curro« i it was proposed to d iviie the sensi­ 
tive nerve or 
the 
tonguo 
(gustatory) 
through the mouth, which operation often­ 
times gives absolute relief. 
.Such pain as 
existed, however, was k ept under coutrol 
by cocaine and morphine, so that the last 
wish of the patient that his death should 
in 
a peaceful one was fully realized.

INSTITUTE NOTES. 


DICTIONA.RY WORK. 
-f-In the class .taking dictionary work 
there Jare twenty-nine en ro lled / This 
class is now dealing with principles of 
pronunciation and words’most frequently 
mispronounced. 
This subject of correct 
pronunciation is one of great importance 
to the teacher. 
We use words wrongly 
accented, or having a wrong so und often 
when we do not know of our mistake. 
The continually wrongly pronounced or 
wrongly accented word, though it may 
seem a small thing,goes in toward the fram 
ingof peoples’ opinions as to theteachersj 
mental attainments. 
How often we hear 
such words as Indian, canine, cloths, 
concrete, constitution, danisb, geyser, 
dessert, disarm, erring and do g, and a 
host of others, mispronounced. 
We here 
note with what interest and enthusiasm 
our class is digesting this work and can­ 
not but predict good results to each and 
every teacher. 


-t-The exercises in reading, conducted 
by Mr. Bowles, are taken up in a mas­ 
terly and interesting manner. 
It is sta­ 
ted that in this as well as in other exer­ 
cises that yery often the teacher does too 
much for the pupil. 
It ,is "only in read 
ing and trying their best at the various 
other exercises below mentioned that 
pupils gain confidence. 
After a spirited 
reading expressing thought and action, 
the following points were taken up: 
I- 
Vocabularies, spelled orally by the 
alphabetic and the phonic methods. 
II. 
Preparitory dictations, (1.) serving 
as a d rilM n written spelling, capitalizing 
and 
punctuation. (2.) illustrating the 
meaning of the more difficult words whose 
import is suggested by the use of the 
word in easy sentences. 
III. 
Language lessons, (1.) the Hire, 
principal types of common sentences for 
which the simple names (statemen t,q u estio n 
and exrUmatio n were used. 
The nature 
oi these kinds of sentences was brought 
out in oral lessons. (2.) Classifying words 
and word forms in writiug plurals of 
nouns, past tenses of verbs, and the dif­ 
ferent degrees of abjectives. (3.) Syn­ 
onyms. In this department of the work 
ihe importance of eliciting prompt, ver­ 
bal equivalents was fully dwelt upon, and 
nicans oi getting good results clearly ex* 
p..lined by practical work. (4.) Changing 
verse into prose order, the importance 
being shown of the teachers’ insisting on 
a clear, well arranged transposition, such 
that there may be no difficulty as to an 
easy understanding. 
I \ . 
Heads for Composition. 
This 
most useful work was given both orally 
and in writing. 
The better way nodoubt 
is to do the “ talking with a pen.’’ Under 
this head, p aragrahin g and mechan ism of 
wors ought to be duly emphasized. 
-O n e thing which has marked the 
present work in the institute with some 
peculiarity has been the use of natural 
helps. 
The class in arithmetic were much 
puzzled when Mr. Howe handed them a 
couple oi ounce weights aud requested to 
know which was the apothecary ounce 
and which the avoirdupois. 
To this he 
has addded tin and wooden measures, not 
much to illustrate compound numbers 
as actually to do the work. 
Of this more 
mav he said elsewhere, but here we wish 
to call attention to the cilect of such 
work upon the children in the schools 
t.i tac same line has been the work of 
Mis*. Kennedy with .the little folks. 
A 
toy pig, a toy house, a hrud full of leaves» 
and a “truly" duck, have each in turn 
aroused the curiosity, life and inquiry of 
the£ elass. 
In.the zo o lo gy 
class actual dis­ 
section, & lulled animals, skeletons, have 
ucen Oi may yet be used to the same end. 
In botany, material being handy, actu&] 
analysis of plants is usually done Ac.in the 
. aw .ug class t even cord -wood has been 
used dial the actual lines and morks pe 
culiar to different woods, might be repre 
seated by the class. 
This is not new method. 
Agassiz, that 
great cm. of American teachers, did much 
.o biiug such work into popular favor. 
When he studied distances he sent his 
boys to the timber to cut, measure, and 
bring into his school room a rod Ion* 
poie. 
Actual 
lengths received actual 
measurement. 
When he wished to study nature as 
uiauiitst in earth forms,—geography', 
he 
to o k his class into the fields; but be fo und 
public sentiment so strongly opposed to 
it that he began his teaching with his own 
family and such 
friends as chose 
to 
|om tne party. 
L\ en the name of Agassiz, the name of 
one who as a boy who had knocked at 
the dour of the scientific world and dis­ 
played such knowledge us compelled his 
admission to the great societies, who had 
studied the glacier’s track upon his na­ 
tive Alps, until he knew and loved the 
countenance ol nature as his own mothers 
even his name was not sufficient to over­ 
come the popular prejudice against com 
raon sense in methods of instruction. 
It 
is strange that even to-day the actua- 
fuai carrying out of this work is seme- 
tirae* regarned as play. 
Although we 
are half a century behind the times the 
remedy is coming and coming with some 
rapidity. 


But it is not this phrase of the work up. 
on which we wished to comment. J 
We wished to call attention to the life 
and interest which such work arouses in 
in the school-room. 
There is scarce a 
class so dull that each member does not 
arouse all his energies, if the work be to 
measure^the lumber in the school fence. 
Miss Kennedy wants a number of tad­ 
poles; not to furnish play for the children 
in her class, but that she may’ teach them 
number, language, reading, observation, 
natural history. 
And with an opportuni­ 
ty for this such a lessen gives. 
Children 
look and listen and talk and every facul­ 
ty is at its best. 
Iron can only be welded 
at a white heat and a little child with 
wide open eyes and ears and beating 
heart will catch more truth in a minute, 
than a sleepy one will get in a month.
